MISS  MARGARET  LACKEY 

After  an  extended  illness.  Miss  Mar¬ 
garet  Lackey,  aged  90,  who  was  WMU 
secretary  from  1912-30.  passed  away  at 
her  home  in  Jackson  on  June  5.  Fune¬ 
ral  services  were  held  on  Monday, 
June  7,  at  11:00  o’clock  at  Calvary 
Church,  Jackson,  with  the  pastor.  Dr. 
Claud  Bowen,  In  charge  and  assisted 
by  Dr.  W.  Douglas  Hudgins,  pastor  of 
First  Church,  Jackson,  and  Dr.  W.  A. 
Hewitt,  pastor  emeritus  of  First 
Church.  Miss  Lackey  was  the  first 
full-time  secretary  of  the  state  Bap¬ 
tist  Woman’s  Missionary  Union.

Lackey,  she  Is  survived  by  one  broth¬ 
er,  Walter  H.  Lackey  of  Jackson,  and 
by  nieces  and  nephews  as  follows:

Freedom  Soldier's 
Memorial  Fund 

At  the  close  of  World  War  II  peo¬ 
ple  in  churches  and  communities  all 
over  the  land  were  thinking  of  ways 
to  show  their  gratitude  to  Ood  for 
p>eace.  and  to  the  men  and  women  of 
the  armed  forces  for  the  sacrifices 
they  had  made.  So,  everywhere  plans 
were  being  made  for  memorials  to 
commemorate  the  noble  service  of  our 
young  men  and  women.  Especially  was 
there  a  desire  to  expre.ss  gratitude  for 
those  who  paid  the  supreme  sacri¬ 
fice  for  the  things  we  hold  dear. 

First  Church,  Columbus,  was  wel¬ 
coming  home  her  more  than  350  sons 
and  daughters  from  battle-fields 
around  the  world.  Sixteen  would  not 
come  back.  The  church  was  grateful 
for  their  sacrifice  .and  grateful  for 
God’s  goodnejss  in  bringing  the  fight¬ 
ing  to  a  close.  So,  they  too,  were  plan¬ 
ning  a  memorial  that  would  honor 
God  in  the  promotion  of  His  Kingdom 
and  also  show  gratitude  for  the  sacri¬ 
fice  and  service  of  her  sons  and 
daughters. 

Early  in  1946  the  church,  with  Mr. 
Allen  Puckett,  Chairman  of  the  “Free¬ 
dom  Memorial  Committee.”  and  Dr. 
J-  D.  Franks  Pastor,  conceived  the 
idea  of  raising  a  fund  to  endow  the 
salary  of  a  Foreign  Missionary  —  as 
a  war  memorial.  It  was  felt  that  this 
would  be  a  move  in  the  direction  of 
bringing  “peace  on  earth”  in  the  many 
lands  where  war  had  been  waged  and

PRESBYTERIANS 
CONCERNED  OVER  SCHOOL 
SITUATION  IN  N.  MEXICO 

SEATTLE,  Wash.  —  (RNS)—  “Grave 
concern”  over  alleged  infringements 
of  separation  of  Church  and  State  in 
the  public  schools  of  New  Mexico  was 
expressed  here  by  the  160th  General 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  U.  S.  A. 

The  Assembly  said  the  Presbyterian 
Church  was  directly  affected  by  the 
presence  of  145  Roman  Catholic  nuns 
and  brothers  who,  it  assarted,  wear 
religious  garb  in  New  Mexico  public 
schools,  draw  salaries  from  public  tax 
funds  and  teach  Catholic  dcxtrioes. 

"This  unconstitutional  public  school 
system.”  the  Assembly  declared,  “af¬ 
fects  the  Church  because  it  conflicts 
with  the  principles  it  seeks  to  uphold 
and  Interferes  with  the  present  pro¬ 
gram  and  commitments  of  the  Church 
in  missionary  and  education  fields.” 

Individual  Presbyterians  were  urged 
by  the  Assembly  to  “exercise  their 
responsibilities  as  Christian  citizens  in 
giving  personal  support  to  assure  a 
fair  hearing  of  the  facts  and  the  full 
exercises  of  Justice  in  the  New  Mexico 
case  and  wherever  such  problems  ap¬ 
pear."

Members  of  the  Board  of  trustees  of 
Mississippi  College  meeting  in  annual 
session  at  the  college  Friday  morning 
heard  glowing  reports  of  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  college’s  greatest  year  by 
Dr.  D.  M.  Nelson,  president. 

Dr.  W.  A.  Sullivan,  pastor  of  tha 
First  Baptist  church  at  Natchez  and  a 
member  of  the  Board  for  21  years,  was 
elected  president  to  succeed  the  lata 
T.  M.  Hederman,  Sr.,  who  had  served 
in  this  capacity  for  many  years. 

Mayor  Carroll  Gartin,  of  Laurel,  was 
named  vice-president  of  the  board, 
and  Dr.  L.  E.  Green,  of  Pascagoula, 
was  reelected  secretary.  Dr.  Nelson  was 
named  treasurer  of  the  general  fimd, 
and  R.  M.  Hederman,  Jr.,  wais  named 
treasurer  of  the  endowment  fund. 

Dr.  Nelson’s  report  showed  that  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  1,318  students,  including 
851  men  and  326  women,  attended  th« 
school.  Of  the  total  number  500  stu¬ 
dents  were  former  members  of  the 
armed  services.  There  were  200  minis¬ 
terial  students,  115  pre-med  students, 
165  future  teachers,  20  pre-law  stu¬ 
dents,  64  business  majors,  63  physical 
education  majors. 

“The  religious  activities  through 
their  various  departments  have  had  a 
fruitful  year.  The  Focus  week  at  the 
middle  of  the  session  was  the  out¬ 
standing  event.  Faculty  and  students 
were  unstinted  in  their  praise  and  ap¬ 
preciation  for  the  effective  leadership 
of  the  17  Christian  specialist’s  who 
participated. ...” 

Discussing  the  recent  building  and 
expansion  program  of  Mississippi  Col¬ 
lege,  Dr.  Nelson  said:

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Distillers  Cause 
Higher  Food  Prices

We  are  in  a  f(x>d  crisis  now,  and  tho 
situation  becomes  more  criticsd  as 
time  passes.  Price  trends  are  upward 
and  shortages  increase.  Few  of  tho 
people  are  aware  that  a  major  factor 
in  high  prices  and  short  supplies  la 
the  amount  of  grain  used  by  disUilero 
and  brewers. 

Despite  restrictions,  distillers  used 
in  1947  approximately  twice  the  num¬ 
ber  of  bushels  of  com  used  during  tho 
last  fiscal  pre-war  year  of  1941. 

According  to  Secretsuy  of  Agricul¬ 
ture,  Clinton  Anderson,  the  amount  oC 
com  now  used  by  distillers  increases 
food  prices,  and  in  time  will  creato 
greater  shortages. 

He  wrote  a  letter  addressed  to  Hon. 
Brooks  Hays,  a  Member  of  Congresa, 
from  which  we  quote  in  part:  “Dio-

The  latest  crop  report  shows  .  .  . 
that  the  supply  of  com  on  farms,  aa 
of  April  1,  was  a  third  less  than  that 
on  hand  a  year  ago  . .  .  Short  supplies 
of  com  the  country's  principal  feed 
grain  .  .  .  has  contributed  to  the  rise 
In  food  prices. 

The  present  short  feed  supply  ef¬ 
fectively  prevents  farmers  from  plan¬ 
ning  to  extend  their  output  .  .  .  Con- 
tined  abnormal  use  of  grain  for  non- 
eaaentlal  purposes  such  ax  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  alcohoUc  spirits  .  . .  threat¬ 
ens  to  postpone  the  time  when  farm 
production  can  match  market  de¬ 
mands.** 

Due  to  feed  shextages  farmers  are 
now  selling  stock  which  should  be 
kept  to  insiue  larger  supply  in  the 
future.  This  means  greater  reduction 
in  the  already  inadequate  supply  of 
meats,  and  consequent  higher  prices 
to  coDsumera 

Entomologists  are  warning  our 
fanners  that  the  European  corn  borer, 
one  of  the  worst  of  insect  pests,  will 
be  a  crop  hazard  this  year.  Bight 
years  ago  the  damage  from  the  pest 
amounted  to  only  $7,000,000.  Last  year 
the  damage  was  $97,000,000.  The  un¬ 
restricted  use  of  com  by  the  liquor  in¬ 
dustry  Is  a  greater  source  of  danger  to 
our  well-being  than  the  damage  from 
any  crop  pest. 

Will  we  be  In  the  future  a  nation 
drunken  and  hungry,  or  will  we  be 
one  sober  and  well  fed?  The  only  solu¬ 
tion  of  the  problems  which  confront 
us  will  be  found  in  n  Chron.  7:15-14. 
"It  I  shut  up  the  heavens  so  that  there 
is  no  rain,  or  If  I  command  the  locust 
to  devour  the  laxui,  or  If  I  send  pesti¬ 
lence  among  my  people;  if  my  people, 
who  are  called  by  my  name,  shad 
humble  themselves,  and  pray,  smd  seek 
my  face,  and  turn  from  their  wicked 
ways;  then  will  I  hear  from  heaven 
and  will  forgive  their  sin,  and  will 
health  their  land,**  Ood  was  pleased  by 
his  people  building  a  temple;  but  he 
solemly  warned  that  the  mere  erec¬ 
tion  of  a  building  was  not  enough.  His 
people  must  live  godly  and  righteoua-

rollment  caused  by  the  admisskm  of 
young  women  and  retumhig  veterans 
from  military  service,  plans  were  amde 
to  enlarge  the  physical  faclliUes  of 
the  college.  A  financial  campaign  was 
launched  to  raise  money  to  accom¬ 
plish  this  worthy  purpose.  Hot-with¬ 
standing  unforseen  difficulties  over 
$600,000  has  been  raised  for  all  pur¬ 
poses,  most  of  which  has  gone  Into 
buildings  and  equipment.  The  origi¬ 
nal  building  program  is  nearing  com¬ 
pletion.  People  who  have  been  away  a 
year  or  two  and  return  marvel  that  so 
much  has  been  done  in  so  short  a 
time  under  adverse  conditions.  We 
are  confident  that  we  will  open  school 
In  September  In  the  new  Administra¬ 
tion  Building.  Hammers  continue  to 
sound,  stone  and  brick  to  be  laid,  plas¬ 
ter  to  be  applied  and  there  still  re¬ 
mains  a  little  money  and  lots  of  faith. 

It  win  be  necessary  to  raise  from  some 
outside  source  an  additional  $25,009 
to  complete  and  equip  this  building 
and  to  claim  the  last  $S.odo  of  the 
$9$.099  conditional  grant  of  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Education  Board.

Dr.  M.  T.  Rankin.  Secretary  of  the

The  inscription  on  the  memorial 
tablet  reads  as  follows: 

‘To  the  glory  of  Ood.  and  in  Honcx 
of  the  men  and  women  who  served 
with  the  armed  forces  of  our  nation 
during  World  War  n  —  sind  in  grati¬ 
tude  to  Ood  for  the  priceless  contri¬ 
bution  made  by  them  to  defend  smd 
preserve  for  us  and  for  those  who  shall 
come  after  us,  the  Christian  freedom 
which  we  enjoy  —  we  dedicate  the 
sum  of  thirty  thoa.<«nd  dollars  as  an 
endowment  in  perpetuity,  to  be  held 
in  trust  and  administered  by  the  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  for  the  support 
of  a  Foreign  Missionary.**

The 
fund  was  opened  —  no  appeals  were 
made  to  the  c&urch  —  Penniea,  dimes 
and  hundreds  of  dollars  started  pour¬ 
ing  In.  On  AprU  27.  1947,  the  last  day 
of  Dr.  J.  D.  Franks  service  with  the 
church,  a  large  bronze  tablet  bearing 
the  names  of  aU  those  who  served  In 
the  Armed  Forces  during  World  War 
n  ^  unveiled.  (Dr.  Franks  had  re- 
.<<igiied  the  church  to  accept  a  place 
with  the  Church  World  Service  In 
Geneva,  Switzerland).  To  that  time 
$23,009  of  the  $504)09  had  been  placed 
with  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  In 
Richmond,  Virginia. 

In  March  1948  the  last  dollar  of  the 
$30jD00  was  sent  to  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board.  TTie  Board  Is  heading  the

means  26,  minus  one. 

A  SHORT  TIME  means  any  time 
within  a  year. 

We  are  glad  to  learn  these 
things.  We  had  been  wondering 
what  they  meant.

Christ  in  Education 

“And  Moses  was  learned  in  all 
the  wbdom  of  the  Egyptians,  and 
was  mighty  in  words  and  in 
deeds.”  (Acts  7:22).  God  can  use 
more  effectively  today,  as  in 
Moses’  day,  those  who  are  trained 
in  His  way  of  life.  Christ  wel¬ 
comes  the  highest  mental  culture. 
Two  of  the  ^eatest  men  in  the 
Bible  w’ere  highly  educated  men, 
Moses  .who  had  full  access  lo  the 
wbdom  of  the  Egyptians,  and 
Paul,  who  was  a  great  scholar  and 
student. 

Yet  there  is  a  vast  difference  in 
Christian  education  and  just  mere 
education.  The  Duke  of  Welling¬ 
ton  once  said,  “Edueffte  a  man 
without  touching  his  heart  and 
you  make  him  a  clever  devil.” 
William  Jennings  Bryan  went  a 
step  further  by  saying,  “The  in¬ 
tellect  is  a  splendid  servant,  but 
it  is  not  fit  to  be  the  master  of 
m«n.  Only  the  heart  is  great 
enough  to  occupy  the  throne  of  the 
human  life.” 

Normally,  education  involves 
the  attainment  of  knowledge  of 
the  truth  for  the  sheer  sake  of  en¬ 
lightenment.  In  Christian  educa¬ 
tion,  the  principles  of  Jesus  are 
added  to  give  inspiration  and  pur¬ 
pose  to  the  search  for  truth.  It  b 
one  thing  to  know  the  truth;  it  is 
quite  another  thing  to  make  use 
of  thb  knowledge  for  altruistic 
purposes. 

Strangely  enough,  at  one  time 
all  higher  education  in  our  coun¬ 
try  w'as  under  Christian  auspicies. 
Tlie  early  American  colleges  were 
founded  with  distinctly  spiritual 
motives.  How  did  the  break-down 
occur?  How  long  will  we  allow  the 
fact  to  remain  that  while  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  institutions  of  higher 
learning  are  still  under  church  con¬ 
trol,  the  majority  of  students  arc 


enrolled  in  state  or  non-sectarian 
schools?  Whether  or  not  we 
are  willing  to  admit  it,  we  face 
the  posMbility  that  education  may 
become  altogether  materialL>|ic! 

Our  schoob  and  colleges  have 
an  influence  that  cannot  be  mea¬ 
sured.  In  the  past,  the  home  and 
church  were  the  chief  factors  in 
training  youth.  Today  their  lead¬ 
ership  is  being  challenged  because 
the  home  b  too  bu.sy  with  social, 
economic,  and  political  problems 
to  accept  its  responsibility  and 
privilege,  and  great  masses  of 
children  do  not  receive  church 
training  as  a  result  of  this. 

Because  of  our  compulsory 
school  attendance  laws,  the  public 
school  is  recognized  as  the  greatest 
influence  upon  youth.

Tlie  desire  to  worship  Ciod  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  dictates  of  the  heart 
b  deep  within^  the  souls  of  free 
men.  Reminiscent  of  the  days  of 
the  Pilgrims  b  the  story  below 
printed,  clipped  from  the  current 
secular  press: 

MIAMI,  M»y  Ig  _(INS)—  Some  1700 
members  of  the  Mennonitc  religions 
seet  of  Canada  were  preparing  Tnes- 
day  to  move  to  Sooth  America  and 
establish  a  new  colony  in  tiny  Para- 
foay. 

An  advance  froop  of  44  Mennonites, 
selected  to  blase  the  trail  and  lay  the 
groondwork  for  the  move,  is  booked  on 
a  Pan  American  Airways  flight  from 
Miami  to  Asnncion,  the  Paraguay  an 
capital,  on  Thursday. 

.  The  religious  sect  attracted  a  storm 
of  criticism  during  the  war  because  all 
•its  members  were  conscientious  ob¬ 
jectors. 

After  the  war,  Mennoite  leaders  be¬ 
gan  considering  a  mass  migration  to 


a  new  land. 

They  decided  on  Paraguay  after 
government  offieials  there  promised 
they  will  have  complete  civil  and  re¬ 
ligions  freedom. 

In  Canada,  the  Mennonites  are 
farmers,  and  when  they  move  south¬ 
ward  to  the  Latin  country,  they  will 
have  to  clear  the  land  and  build  new 
settlements  in  the  vast  Gran  Chaco, 
Paraguay's  Literland. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  44-member  ad¬ 
vance  party  to  find  a  suitable  loca¬ 
tion  and  arrange  for  temporary  shelter 
and  supplies  for  the  remainder  of  the 
colonists,  who  will  follow  in  June  or 
July. 

Forefathers  of  the  Canadian  Men- 
nonities  migrated  from  Europe  to  the 
New  Worid  a  century  and  a  half  ago 
in  search  of  religious  freedom. 

During  the  war  years  the  Menno¬ 
nites  freely  supported  Red  Cross  and 
bond  drives,  but  their  steadfast  re¬ 
fusal  to  submit  to  military  service 
displeased  most  Canadians. 

This  story  stirs  the  imagination, 
and  one  finds  oneself  wishing  for 
this  stuunch  group  the  true  free¬ 
dom  they  seek,  and  that  they  may 
find  the  desires  of  their  hearts  to 
worship  (kkI  as  they  feel  they 
shouhl,  even  though  it  may  not  be 
in  just  the  way  we  might  do  it.

Popularizing  by 
Repetition 

Civilization  (so-called)  Is  now  well 
along  on  the  road  toward  an  almost 
complete  popularizing  of  vulgarity. 
There  is  a  subtle  fact,  namely:  That 
which  is  repeated  over  and  over  (ahd 
by  those  who,  for  one  reason  or  anoth¬ 
er  are  admired)  ultimately  receives 
majority  approval.  How  well  the  lead¬ 
ers  of  this  sinful  age  know  how  to 
take  advantage  of  this  human  frailty! 

By  this  process  of  conquering  by  re- 
petion,  people,  who  were  ordinarily 
careful,  have  been  induced  to  do  and 
say  that  which  they  previously  disap¬ 
proved.  They  are  made  to  feel  that 
somehow,  they  have  thereby  thrown 
off  an  old  shackle.  It  is  thought  of  as 
a  kind  of  new  liberty.  In  the  human 
heart  there  is  a  natural  rebellion 
against  restrictions. 

Comedians,  and  even  comediennes 
are  now  pushing  borderland  vulgarity 
Into  their,  radio  scripts.  Once  in  a 
while  their  gags  are  more  than  border¬ 
land — some  of  them  would  defrost  an 
electric  icebox  with  the  motor  still 
running.  Of  course,  there  are  always 
thos  who  will  laugh.  A  well -told, 
suggestive  joke  sets  the  studio  audi¬ 
ence  roaring.  At  least  it  sounds  that 
way.  (The  radio  will  broadcast  a 
blush).  The  laughter  suggests  that 
this  kind  of  entertainment  is  quite 
the  thing.  Then,  children  hearing  it 
(and  may  Ood  forgive  us,  the  grown¬ 
ups  too),  go  out  to  try  It  on  others. 

Moral  letdowns  of  whatever  nature.

One  of  the  honorary  degrees,  that 
of  Doctor  of  Laws,  was  conferred  on 
Mr.  Whittington,  the  veterans  Con¬ 
gressman  fnxn  the  Delta  district 
whose  recent  announcement  of  hU 
retirement  was  cancelled  by  over¬ 
whelming  demand  of  his  constituents. 

President  W.  M.  Kethley  of  Delta 
Teachers  College,  CHeveland,  and  Dean 
Lucius  Lamar  Patterson  of  the  school 
of  engineering  at  Mississippi  State 
College,  were  others  awarded  the 
honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  degree.

NEW  YORK  — (RNS)—  There  were  1,- 
173,636  members  of  the  Congregaticmal 
Christian  Churches  in  the  U.  S.  in  1M7. 
according  to  the  newly-published  year¬ 
book  of  the  denomination.  This  figure 
represents  a  gain  of  33,413  members  over 
IM6,  one  of  the  largest  ever  witnessed 
by  the  fellowship. 

Nortbera  Baptists  reported  at  their 
Convention  in  Milwaukee  that  there  were 
four  times  as  many  baptisms  reported 
in  1M7  than  in  any  year  since  1M3. 

Since  1926,  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
membership  has  grown  25.1  per  Mat, 
compared  with  66.3  per  cent  for  all  Bap¬ 
tist  groups.  The  133  small  bodies  and 
sects  combined  have  shown  a  growth  of 
only  18.6  per  cent,  according  to  Dr.  Ben¬ 
son  Y.  Landis.  His  survey  shows  that  82 
per  cent  of  the  C.  8.  church  membership 
is  concentrated  in  the  13  largest  religions 
bodies.  fi'OHr  of  these  13  bodies  hre  Bap¬ 
tist.

Kunahan,  Kn.,  China 
May  24,  1948 


Dear  friends. 

We  have  just  passed  our  first  quar¬ 
ters  language  study  test  but  still  feel 
li^  we  are  adding  to  China’s  large 
percentage  of  iUlterates.  We  can  make 
ourselves  understood  a  UtUe  and  the 
Chinese  are  so  congratulatory  over  our 
small  successes  that  we  are  encour¬ 
aged.  This  Is  truly  a  difficult  but  an 
Interesting  language. 

We  are  thrilled  with  our  place  of 
•crvlce  and  like  our  fellow  mission¬ 
aries,  Mr.  and  Mra  W.  B.  Johnsem, 
very  much.  Kunshan  Is  a  little  city  of 
40,000  people.  The  towns  of  China  are 
not  large  for  their  population  as  most 
of  the  peofde  are  farmers.  We  have  a 
Jnll  tbne,  self-supporting  church  here 
In  the  city  and  three  others  outside 
the  city.  Besides  these  there  are  five 
other  preaching  places  in  the  country 
round  about  here.  ’There  are  two  gov¬ 
ernment  schools  here  In  the  city  with 
about  1200  students  In  all.  ’These  stu¬ 
dents  eome  to  Kunshan  from  places  ah 
over  the  Province  so  ccmtacts  for 
CJirtst  here  spread  elsewhere  as  these 
•tudents  return  home.  ’There  Is  a 
marvelous  opportunity  as  you  can  see 
to  work  with  the  young  people  in  these 
■chools.  We  have  )ust  finidied  a  young 
people’s  revival  on  the  request  of  smne 
of  these  students.  Many  of  them  are 
enthusiastic  and  consecrated  Chrls- 
'laiu.  There  are  many  ways  by  which 


to  reach  these  young  people.  Recently, 
we  had  a  record  eoneert,  "SchiAert’s 
UnfinlMicd  Symphony,”  for  them.  We 
were  expecting  45  and  had  16.  In  fact, 
the  Johnson’s  living  room  and  dining 
room  were  packed  full  and  some  had 
to  sit  in  the  hall.  On  Sunday  after-- 
noons  we  have  around  45  in  the  Young 
People’s  meeting.  Mra  Johnson  also 
has  an  English  Bible  Class  on  Satur¬ 
day  nights  for  them  and  on  Tuesday 
afternoons  Mra  Johnson  and  1  have 
an  English  Conversation  Chib  at  the 
Provincial  Government  School.  This 
gives  us  a  point  of  eonUet  with  the 
studenta 

The  church  has  an  active  W.  M.  U, 
with  90  on  roll  and  sometimes  has  had 
as  many  as  50  and  60  women  attend¬ 
ing.  They  follow  the  W.  M.  U.  pro¬ 
grams  with  Interest  and  give  gene¬ 
rously  of  their  means  for  support  of 
the  work,  although  most  of  them  ac¬ 
tually  have  very  little  to  give. 

Kunshan  Baptists  also  have  an  Or¬ 
phanage,  a  kindergarteh  and  a  Clinic. 
'The  Clinic  is  fast  becoming  a  hospital 
with  specialists  rrtmitvg  from  Sooebow 
to  preform  operations,  etc.  It  is  to  be 
taken  over  by  the  Chinese  themsrives. 
They  have  long  been  anxious  to  have 
a  project  of  their  own  like  this  and  it 
thrills  our  hearts  to  see  them  taking 
on  such  responsibilities.  There  are  de¬ 
finite  plans  that  In  the  future  they 
can  have  a  T.  B.  hospital,  which  may 
be  located  In  Kunshan,  for  there  is 
so  much  T.  B.  in  China.  It  is  one  of 
the  great  curses  of  China  for  the  peo¬ 
ple  seem  to  know  so  little  about  how 
to  take  care  of  their  sick  and  prevent 
Its  spread  to  other  members  of  the 
family.  Truly,  It  is  a  great  n^  in 
China. 

Our  work  here  Is  challenging  and 
we  rejoice  in  this  opportimity  of  ser¬ 
vice.  Pray  for  the  Chinese  Christians 
here,  the  lost  and  for  ns  as  we  seek 
to  take  up  our  responsibilities  and 
serve  Him  in  this  place.

(dd  she  openly  confessed  her  Savior, 
and  was  baptized  into  the  membership 
of  “Pilgrims  Rest,’’  a  church  bpllt  on 
a  comer  of  her  father's  farm.  She 
early  realized  there  was  a  work  for  her 
to  do  in  the  Master's  Kingdom,  and 
through  the  years  she  has  given  her 
hands  to  its  tasks. 

In  every  life  there  are  two  Ood  im¬ 
planted  Instincts  —  mastery  and  sub¬ 
mission  —  by  which  life  is  achieved 
and  the  world  made  better.  That  mas¬ 
tery  which  comeodhrough  a  life  linked 
with  divine  purpose  and  power,  and 
that  submission  re-enforced  by  the 
consciousness  of  God’s  guidance.  Here¬ 
in  Is  the  secret  of  masterful  leadership 
in  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

At  different  periods  in  the  history 
of  Woman’s  Missionary  Union  Miss 
Lackey  was  active  in  stressing  the 
value  of  Woman’s  organizations  in 
the  churches,  but  in  April  1912  when 
she  a.<aumed  the  duties  of  Secretary 
of  Mias.  Woman’s  Missionary  Union 
there  came  a  new  vision  of  what  might 
be  accomplished  through  the  better 
organized  efforta  of  the  women  of  the 
country  Baptiat  churehea.  She  realised 
the  material  was  there,  smd  the  power 
was  tlMre.  It  osdy  needed  to  be  guided 


and  directed. 

Her  eighteen  years  of  service  (1912- 
30)  through  Woman’s  Missionary  Un¬ 
ion  were  luminous  wit  han  abiding 
faith,  strengthened  by  dauntless  cour¬ 
age.  and  consecration  to  the  Master's 
work.  She  believed  whole-heartedly 
In  the  work  of  WMU  and  her  manifest 
success  was  in  the  fact  that  she  con¬ 
tinuously  turned  to  a  higher  power  for 
strength  and  Inspiration. 

She  was  the  author  of  several  Mls- 
.siona  Study  Books  —  "Laborers  To¬ 
gether;’’  From  Strength  to  Strength", 
and  "A  Decade  of  W.  M.  U.  Service.” 
Her’s  was  a  creative  mind.  It  was  easy 
for  her  to  give  expression  to  poetic 
fancy.  Her  facile  pen  contributed  to 
the  literature  of  our  state  a  volume  of 
poems  “Mistletoe  and  Moss." 

In  December  1930,  Miss  Lackey 
resigned  fro  the  office  of  Secretary  of 
Woman’s  Missionary  Union.  In  the 
following  February  she  entered  the 
Baptist  Hospital  as  Hostess.  Here  she 
ministered  through  word  and  deed, 
in  the  fullest  expression  of  helpful¬ 
ness. 

Miss  Lackey  had  faith  in  what  wo¬ 
men  could  do  and  vision  of  the  part 
which  women  are  bound  to  play  in 
kingdom  work.  That  faith  and  that 
vision  she  worked  Into  the  program  of 
W.  M.  U.  of  MississippL  Ruskln  ad¬ 
monishes  "When  we  build  let  us  see 
to  It  that  we  build  forever.  Let  It  not 
be  for  present  delight  nor  for  present 
use  alone.  Let  it  be  such  work  as  our 
descendants  will  thank  us  for.”  Such 
was  the  work  ot  Margaret  McRae 
Lackey.  Truly  ihe  gave  herself  in 
the  spirit  of  the  mandate,  "He  that 
would  be  chlelest  among  you,  lei  him 
be  the  Servant  of  an."

GOING  TO  TOWN 

% 

ReT.  Charles  G.  Hamilton 
Missi^lppl  Is  going  to  town.  And  we 
don't  mean  figuratively.  Mississippi 
Is  becoming  urbanized.  From  its  early 
days  Mississippi  has  been  a  rural 
state.  It  has  ranked  with  the  Dakotas 
as  the  most  rural  of  states.  Its  educa¬ 
tion,  economics,  customs,  politics,  and 
religion  have  been  rural.  It  has  con¬ 
tinued  the  coimtry  way  of  living.  But 
that  has  come  to  an  end. 

The  last  census  showed  only  20  per 
cent  of  our  people  in  urban  areas.  The 
next  census  wiU  show  about  40  per 
cent.  And  if  to  this  is  added  the  su¬ 
burbs,  those  who  live  on  ribbons  at 
the  edge  of  town,  and  those  who  live 
in  towns  of  two  thousand,  our  urban 
percentage  will  be  around  60  per  cent. 

Economically,  this  means  Mississippi 
is  no  longer  a  farming  state.  At  the 
last  census  only  49  per  cent  living  on 
the  farm  were  employed  in  farming. 
That  percentage  is  lower  now. 

This  process  has  been  speeded  up  by 
rural  consolidation  of  schools.  When 
consolidated  with  other  rural  schools, 
a  rural  school  Is  of  more  service;  but 
when  consolidated  into  town  schools, 
the  children  are  educated  away  from 
the  country.  Text  books,  teachers, 

I  habits,  dress  and  amusements  are  ur¬ 
ban.  And  the  country  child  has  felt 
that  the  only  way  to  get  a  good  place 
in  life  is  to  "move  to  town.”  The 
moral  implications  of  this  urbanising 
should  be  clear.  Rural  life  escapes  cer¬ 
tain  urban  immoralities  by  its  simpli¬ 
city  and  whoiesomeness.  It  misses 
other  evils  which  demand  the  anony¬ 
mity  of  a  town.  Vice,  drunkenness, 
gambling,  are  much  easier  in  town. 
Mississippi  politicians  have  always  ap¬ 
pealed  to  the  rural  vote,  but  they  have 
always  sensed  the  turn  of  power.  It 
is  going  to  be  mbre  difficult  to  retain 
standards  of  temperance.  Sabbath  ob¬ 
servance,  honesty  and  decency  when 
politicans  no  longer  have  to  think  of 
the  voter  at  the  fork  of  the  creek. 

This  also  means  a  change  of  base 
for  the  church.  Town  churches  have 
drawn  their  members  from  rural 
churches.  That  source  is  drying  up. 
Many  rural  areas  are  unchurched, 
while  in  others  the  church  retains 
only  the  allegiance  of  a  few  older  peo¬ 
ple.  The  majority  of  our  rural  people 
are  not  being  reached.  County  mis¬ 
sionaries  are  a  constructive  approach, 
but  there  are  so  many  more  needed. 

The  Rural  people  who  come  to  town 
must  be  reached.

They  feel  they  are 
too  far  from  town  to  go  to  town 
churches  and  not  enough  in  the  coun¬ 
try  to  go  to  churches  in  the  country. 
It  may  take  buses  or  it  may  take  local 
chapels,  but  this  intensive  and  often 
unrewarding  work  will  pay  spiritual 
dividends.  Mississippi  is  going  to  town. 
The  same  Qod  is  there.  If  we  let  peo¬ 
ple  know  it.

PRINCE  EMMANUEL  BURROUGHS 
By  William  P.  Phillipa 
Bora  in  1871  at  Prairie  Lea,  Caldwell 
County,  Texas,  died  May  22,  1948,  Oalas- 
vlUe,  Georgia.  Received  A.  B.  degree 
from  Baylor  University  in  1891.  Ordained 
to  gospel  ministry  1891.  Entered  Southern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  1893  from 
which  he  received  his  Th.  M.  degree  In 
1896.  Later  the  honorary  degree.  Doctor 
of  Divinity  was  conferred  upon  him  by 
Baylor  University. 

Dr.  Burroughs  was  a  preacher  of  the 
gospel  for  fifty-seven  years,  (me  of  the 
most  brilliant  and  scholarly  of  his  time. 

R  is  not  any  wonder  Ir  that  he  learned 
and  caught  something  of  the  spirit  and 
ideals  from  the  mighty  preacher  and 
theological  giant  B.  H.  Carroll,  John  S. 
Tanner,  and  John  A.  Broaddus. 

Not  much  Is  known  of  Dr.  Burroughs’ 
pastoral  career  prior  to  going  to  the 
Seminary  in  1893.  His  first  pastorate  of 
record  was  the  First  Baptist  Church, 
Whichlta  Falls,  Texas,  1892-1893.  He  pas- 
tored  several  churches  during  and  follow¬ 
ing  his  Seminary  career,  in  Kentucky, 
from  1896  to  1902,  at  Harrodsburg  and 
New  Liberty. 

Perhaps  his  first  notable  pastorate  was 
at  First  Church  of  Temple,  Texas  from 
1902  to  1906  when  he  went  os  pastor  of 
the  Broadway  Church,  Ft.  Worth,  Texas, 
which  was  to  be  his  lost  pastorate  (xm- 
cludlng  in  1910.  During  this  pastorate  the 
church  building  was  destroyed  by  fire. 
Dr.  Burroughs  led  in  its  rebuilding. 

It  was  through  the  ideals  expressed  In 
the  new  building  and  the  subsequent  pro¬ 
gram  inaugurated  that  attracted  Dr.  J. 
M.  Frost  to  this  brilliant  and  efoquent 
young  pastor  still  In  his  late  thirties.  Al¬ 
ready  associated  with  the  mighty  Frost 
was  that  matchless  quintette  Spllmon, 
Leavell,  Beauchamp.  Lee.  and  Flake. 
The  gentle  and  persuasive  Frost,  ca|>* 
tured  for  the  Sunday  School  Board  and 
Southern  Baptists  one  of  its  most  winsome 
and  el<x]uent  personalities  for  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  his  active  career.  He  became 
Edu<»tlonal  Secretary  of  Division  of  Edu- 
catl(m  and  Promotion  which  he  led  until 
his  retirement  in  1943. 

But  Dr.  Burroughs,  with  all  of  his  re¬ 
sponsibilities,  was  still  a  preacher.  He 
was  eagerly  sought  by  vacant  pulpits 
everywhere  os  a  supply.  His  love  for 
preaching  led  him  to  conduct  some  r^ 
markable  revival  meetings.  He  was  elo¬ 
quent  In  sermon  and  mighty  In  prayer. 
This  mighty  man  has  now  gone  to  be  with 
on  Increasingly  great  company  of  mighty 
preachers  of  the  gospel.
